( The Diinedin papers supply the subjoined 
particulars of the extraordinary performances 
of “Natator,” who is at present exhibiting 
ip that town :-L--Natator, who is no other than ' 
Mr Charlqs Weightman, performs in a sort of 
tank, \»hich has glass sides,- and through 
-which the slightest movement on the part of 
Natator can . be distinctly seen. He is a 
native of Nottingham, and performed some 
daring and clever feats in the water even be- 
fore ha made his appearance as the “Man- 
fish.” With the view of satisfying the 
audience that there was nothing concealed in 
the apparatus, and that it actually contained 
i^ater, several gentlemen were invited by Mr 
Davies to ascend the platform and make 
tests. They did so with their hands, and one 
of them thruat a stick into the tank, and car- 
ried it from end to end. But, had any doubt 
existed, it must have been at once dispelled 
when Natator, after having made his intro- 
ductory bow, plunged head first into the 
water, and though one would have thought 
the tank was barely large enough to enable 
him to move with celerity, his movements 
were more like those of an eel than those of a 
man. What appeared to be a plate of bread 
and butter was placed at the bottom of the 
tank, and having himself descended, and as- 
sumed a sitting posture, Natator soon made 
short work of the bread and butter j also of 
something that looked like milk, which, on 
the neck of the bottle that contained it being 
raised to his lips rapidly disappeared. Na-, 
tator’a next feat was to take a pipe with him 
beneath the water, and there he smoked ap- 
parently -with comparative ease. Subse- 
quently a chair was secured to the bottom of 
the tank, and between its legs Natator went 
many times— turning, plunging, and twisting 
with fish-like activity. The performance is 
certainly an extraordinary one, and cannot 
fail to draw very numerous audiences to the 
Temperance-ball. 



A Eomance of the Seas. 

We take the following from the New Or- 
leans Pictipunc; — “About a month ago a 
f riend of Mrs Hannon Jones read in .an Eng- 
lish paper the account of some British vessel 
having been driven out of her course in a 
storm, and sighted an unkno-ivn island. Much 
to the surprise uf tlie crew, the island turned 
nut to be inhabited, and still more astonishing, 
by men who spoke the English language. The 
rest of the story, as given in the paper referred 
to, is that, the castaways told tlie ship’s com- 
pany that they were the Florinda party, who 
had sailed from New Orleans in .1849, bound 
for California ; that they had been wrecked 
.on the island, and had dwelt there ever since, 
it being more than 25 years since they had 
seen a human face or a sign of the wold from 
which they were so utterly eliminated. The 
paper gave the names of several, all of whom 
are known to haVe been of the Florinda’s oreW, 
and in many other ways, according to the 
version of .Mrs J ones' friend, the identity of 
the party was established, as none but them- 
selves could have established it. It was 
further stated that the British vessel offered 
to take the men on board, but they declined, 
saying that they had been lost for a quarter of a 
century ; that they knew not in what position 
they would find the families they had left, and 
and that they preferred staying and ending 
their days there rather than venture back to 
such a doubtful and uncertain future. This 
paper waa four months old when Mrs Jones’ 
friend saw it one month ago, and the events 
marrated were described as having occurred 
four months previous to the issue of the 
paper. It is just nine months, then, since 
the island was discovered by the British vessel, 
and at that time all, or nearly all, of tlie 
Florinda patty appear to have been alive. It 
need not be said that this news has aroused 
the deepest interest. To the community at 
large it recalls the familiar occurrence of the 
Florinda's sailing from New Orleans -ivith its 
adventurous company. To the families of the 
ill-fated men it comes like a message from 
another world, and is as though it were an 
announcement of a resurrection. Within the 
past few days the relatives have been living in 
a state of constant excitement, and m.aiiy of 
them, especially the sons of Harmon Jones, 
John A. Sydney, and Captain Kenmuro, tho 
skipper of the Florinda, have devoted tliem- 
selves to the task of following the clue given 
by the_ friend who saw the. English paper. 
Extensive inquiries are now on foot, and tho 
British Copul has kindly interested himself 
in the affair so far as to agree to forward to 
the War office, in London, a statement of the 
circumstances, so that the name of the vessel 
which touched at the castaways’ home can be 
ascertained, and the bearings of the island 
taken from her log.”

The exitct position of affairs in the AssemHy 
so far aa regards the Abolition Question is, 
at this distance, somewhat difficult to unthr- 
stand.

No doubt 
every means poilble will be resorted to by 
those anxious t/ preserve to themselves the 
autocratic pov^rs of Provincial rulers to 
hinder the pr^esa of the Bills. Naturally 
they arc loth P part with a system which has 
nhaced them i’ positions of influence for the 
t me being, ind they will not give up the 
privilege wit/out a severe struggle. Although 



pledged, in consideration of the Government 
agreeing to delay, to allow the details of the 
Abolition measure to he fairly discussed in 
Committee, and carried if the majority so 
will it, there is not wanting evidence that 
any pretext will be seized to delay progress 
and thwart the Government in every possible 
way. Judging by our telegrams, the passing 
of the Bill is being opposed on every clause 
of any importance, and legislation is neces- 
sarily making V eiy slow progress. Evidently 
the majority is firm, however, in the inten- 
tion to concede no point which will permit a 
continuance of Provincial misrule and extra- 
vagance, and the H ouse has decreed, in spite 
of the eloquence of Auckland and Otago’s 
Provincial champions, that the sevetr minia- 
ture Parliaments of New Zealand shall aa- 
semblo no more. This decision, we imagine, 
will rather clip the wings of the exuTta’ht 
Provincialistej — to th9m it means a depriva’ 
lion of the power to play fast-and-loose with 
the public purse-strings j and to the people 
it ia an assurance that a quietus has been put 
upon the existing unsatisfactory and divided 
government of the Colony.

THE ABOLITION BILL. 

There has not been much progress made 
with the Bill in tho House. 

On the clause referring to education, being 
read, Maoandrew moved a proviso for placing 
education in Otago in the hands of an Edu- 
cation Board. 

The Government explained that there 
would be no interference with education be- 
fore next session, and Macandrew withdrew 
his amendment upon the Government agree- 
ing to make it applicable to the whole Colony. 

Pyko opposed this, and divided the House, 
but was defeated by 30 to 6. 

A warm discussion ensued on reading 
clause _ 10. which provides for Provincial 
Councils not meeting again. Reid, Sheehan, 
and Stout objected strongly. The clause, 
however, was passed. 

There w.as very little further progress made 
with the Bill, and the House adjourned till 
! Tuesday.

be rather diffioult to refute it, — he has laid him- 
self open to grave censure. So far I have written 
on the supposition that the Goldfields Secretary 
sent the telegram mentioned in your local note. 
1 will be happy to learn that I am in error, inas- 
mnch as it will still enable me to hold the same 
high opinion of that gentlem.in that I have ever 
held since I first had an opportunity of watching 
his political career. The paragraph quoted above 
states that JMr Cololough was to nominito a 
suitable person from Cromwell or Bannookbnni 
district. Did Mr Cololough communicate with 
anyone on the Bannockburn anent the matter ? 
As far as .1 am able to leam, the residents of 
this district generally were totally ignorant of 
the affair until it appeared in the Arqus.

AREOWTOWN. 

(from our own correspondent.) 

September 20, 1875. 

Arthur’s Point on the Shotover has recently 
been the scene of some very unpleasant 
events, the first of which was the robbery of 
the sluice-boxes of the Morning Star Com- 
pany of about £500 worth of gold, and which 
is still veiled in mystery ; the second was 
the case of suspeetpd infanticide on the part 



of the girl Kate Walders, who stands com- 
mitted on a charge of conceal ment of birth to 
too next sitting of the District Court ; while 
the last and most terrible was the frightful 
and- protractid death of a worthy miner 
named Thomas Hancock, by the falling-in of 
the roof of a tunnel in which ho was working. 
The party consisted of Messrs John Jack, 
Samuel Edwards, the deceased, and another 
shareholder whose name has escapiKi me. 
They have been prospecting for some time 
by driving tiiniielB into the Point, and the 
one in which the accident oocurred is the 
last they started, and in ground only recently 
leased by them. The tunnel is opposite to 
the boxes of tho Morning Star Co., and has 
been driven in about thirty feet in a landslip. 
On Friday morning last, at 10 o’clock, de- 
ceased came into the tunnel to relieve Ed- 
wards, from whom ho took the pick and then 
stepped forward to the face, close to which 
the last “ main set” of timber had just been 
finished, so that everything seemed quite 
safe and in perfect order. Edwards took a 
few steps back, and while doing so th* second 
set of timber (e.rch set was 4 feet in length) 
from the face gave way, and a quantity of 
earth with a large stone fell, closing up the 
drive between Edwards and deceased, who 
called out to Edwards to extricate him. The 
latter ran to the mouth of tho tunnel and got 
a “ spre.ader,” when he secured the timber to 
prevent any more sets from going. He then 
called his neighbours to assist, and in less 
than half an hour twenty men were at work 
to rescue deceased. They continued their 
exertions for twenty-seven hours, and at fivo 
o’clock on Saturday evening the body was 
recovered, but quite dead. A Shotover 
miner named Mat Harney deserves the ut- 
most praise for the able assistance he ren- 
dered, as without his aid the body would not 
yet have been recovered. He was ably se- 
conded by Thomas Clones and Harry Dunkcr. 
The work required great skill and energy, as 
the ground was crushing all the time, and 
when the body was reached the timber was 
only eighteen inches high, leaving scarcely 
room to work, and has since collapsed alto- 
gether, Deceased was not heard at all after 
5 a.m, on Saturday morning, at which time 
he is supposed to have died, as he was heard 
moaning then, and all was silent afterwards. 
The body was found partly in a kneeling po- 
sition, with one hand raised over the head, 
as if to protect it from th» water which 
poured doivn constantly from the face upon 
him. It was quite buried up with mullock 
and water, so that death would be caused by 
sutiocation as well as the exposure to the cold 
water for so many hours. Besides those 
miners specially mentioned, each of those ou 
tho ground did alt in his power, and refresli- 
inents were sent out by Mr Mataghan, of 
Queenstown, while Mr Maloney, of Arthur’s 
Point, provided sand wicUe.s, etc. Mr Denis 
Powell and other gentlemen from Queens- 
town also went out to the Point frequently, 
and were anxious to render what aid they 
could. The body was removed to Queens- 
town, and an inquest was held on Monday 
morning by the Coroner, R, Beetham, Esq., 
and a jury. I attended, and the statement 
above is partly based upon tlie evidence given 
and upon the accounts of others who were on 
the ground at the time. The verdict was, 
“Accidental Death.” Deceased was thirty 
years of age, and a native of Cornwall. Ha 
had some money, and his brother at Hokitika 
has been communicated with. The funeral 
took place at 3 o’clock on Monday afternoon, 
and as he was a meinbor of the Queenstown 
Lodge of Good Templars, all the principal 
oflioers of the four Lodges of the Wakatip, 
and a number of members, aU in regalia and 
mourning emblems, formed a procession and, 
with the friends of deceased and many other.s, 
escorted the corpse to the cematery, where 
the Rev, Joshua Jones, Church of England 
minister, read tho burial service over the 
grave. The Good Templars then formed 
their circle round the grave, and joining 
hands, listened to the service prescribed by 
the Order, which was very beautifully per- 
formed by the S.D.W C.T., Bro. Macklin. 
The Templars then formed into a procession, 
and returned to their Lodge-room. 

As representatives from all four Lodges 
were present, it was deemed a fitting oppor- 
tunity to arrange one or two important mat- 
ters, the first of which was in reforeiico to 
the appointment of a delegate to attend a 
conference of tho Grand Lodge in Dunedin ■; 
and it was decided to nominate Brother 
Saniuei Symonds, of the Arrow Lodge, only, 
for the four Lodges, although each Lodge 
has power to nominate one delegate. If tlio 
Cromwell Lodge adopt a similar course, and 
nominate only one delegate for their three 
Lodges, then the Star of the South Lodge at 
the Blue Spur will bo able also to bo repre- 
sented by one delegate. The next matter 
was tho nomination of a District Deputy for 
the Wakatip, and Bro. Macklin was chosen 
for this office, all tho Lodges agreeing to no- 
minate him only, although tliey have each tho 
privilege of naming one for election. Thus 
it will ha seen that a perfect unity of action 
is aimed at by the Lodges of the Wak.atqi, 
and a due regard to the interests of the other 
up-cimiitrv Lodges m the representation at 
the Dunedin meeting. 

Another very sad event h.apponcd this 
(Monday) evening about, five o’clock, at the 
Arrow, — the death of Mrs William Welsh, of 
tho Royal Oak Hotel, after a abort hut severe 
attack of pleurisy. Tliis lady has resided on 
the Arrow for many years, and was univor- 
sally respected. 

The Phoeuix tributers have had to stop 
crushing, os Southberg’s flaming has given 
way and thus out off the supply from the 
tributers’ race. The weather is too severe to 
admit of timber heing procured at pre.sent, 
but matters will be set tight in a few days.

This last week there has bean’ real winter 
weather, but now it bids fair for an improve- 
ment. The roads have not suffered much by 
the recent fall of snow, although I noticed 
on Saturday that the Cromwell Company had 
a staff of men employed on the road do^n 
the hill to Wakefield. It is a standing dis- 
grace to the Government that they do not 
assist, in maintaining this road, which is used 
to such an extent by the public. 

Mining is steadily progressing. In the 
Reliance there is nothing special to chronicle; 
sinking is still being carried on vigorously. 
The Cromwell still maintains its character, 
and stone is being daily brought to grass 
from the various workings. The Great Bri- 
tain (Parry’s lease) have a quantity of atone 
in the paddock, which will probably be 
cnished when the Aurora battery is ready 
and the road to it completed. This will not 
be long, as the work is being energetically 
pushed on to enable the Hit or Miss (Booney 
and Jones) to crush the quantity of stone 
they have ready for the mill. A veiy great 
dead of interest is centred in this mine, and 
should the crashing come up to expectation, 
Bendigo will receive a fresh impetus. On 
the same line of reef as the two last men- 
tioned is the Great Eastern, held by Escott 
and party, but there is nothing worthy of 
special mention in connection with this claim. 
The Lucknow are having an overhaul of their 
battery, which on completion will be started 
to crush on stone from their own mine. The 
Deep Level contract has again changed hands, 
two parties having already failed.,- The third 
party, composed of six good miners, start to- 
day with a determination to carry it through, 
which, for the sake of the clistriot, it is to be 
hoped they will acoomplish. The weather 
having moderated, the proprietors of the 
Great Extended (Daniels and party) will th is 
week re-open their mine, which gave such 
good promise in the beginning of the .winter. 
This discovery bids fair to become the pioneer 
of another belt of auriferous reefing country. 
There is no news from the Carlisle and Cale- 
donian at Thompson's Gorge ; probably some- 
thing will turn up before my next communi- 
cation.

It is impossible to say how we shall get 
along in the matter of our quartz reefs ; 
still I am inclined to think wa shall go a 
great way towards becoming a rival to your 
Bendigo. Not, of course, that we have any 
idea of obtaining anything which belongs to 
you : ours will bo a generous rivalry, for 
the mors each gets the better will it be for 
all parties. There exists little room to doubt 
that the old Shotover is still rich in the pos- 
session of the precious metal. Even that in 
the river has not by a very long way been 
all extracted yet, and the quartz reefs are 
comparatively untouched. There is every 
reason to believe that the largest proportion 
of the alluvial deposits must have come from 
the reefs, as specimens are plentiful’ every- 
where, and when Skippers Creek was first 
worked, you could pick them up by the 
bush el-hiil, while to meet with blocks of 
gold-bearing quartz, some heavier than a 
man could lift, was quite common. And as 
the alluvial gold did not extend up beyond 
the reefs, it is pretty certain that it must 
have edme out of them. It must also he 
borne in mind that a very great deal has been 
done to develop them, but unfortunately both 
labor and money have been injudiciously ex- 
pended. One company, the Great Scandi- 
navian, now the Phoenix, spent £30,000 upon 
opening the mine and the erection of ma- 
chinery, which consisted of a thirty-head 
battery, with all thd latest improvements in 
the amalgamating process, even including a 
reverberatory furnace for dealing with the 
pyrites. But there followed no profitable 
result. Since the mine has been let to tri- 
bnters, they have come upon it “ heavy,” as 
almost everybody knows, and it is to be 
hoped they have found the real reef, which 
it is said old Peter Sorenson, the original 
manager and once owner of the mine, lost. 
Whether or not, after a shower of rain the 
paddocks look splendid, — almost like unto a 
jeweller’s shop. On Saturday last, the ne- 
cessary repairs having been completed, the 
battery was started, but some chips of wood 
getting into the turbine- wheel, crushing ope- 
rations had to be suspended. Scarcely any- 
thing has been done since, as several needful 
alterations have been required to he made, — 
tlie tributers having apparently started before 
they were ready, a by-no-me.ins uncommon 
occurrence in mining affairs. Southberg and 
Co., the adjoining claimholders, are on very 
pood stone, and are evidently in luck’s way. 
They are a very enterprising part'v of men, 
and deserve all they get. Our old Queens- 
town friend, Mr Albert Eichardt, has taken 
up the Prince of Wales, which is undoubtedly 
a continuation of the Scandinavian line. It 
is the next best speculation to Southberg’s 
on Skippers, and tliero is water power on the 
ground for driving the machinery. A very 
good reef has been opened up in Butcher’s 
Gully. In Mr Thomas Grace’s claim, No. 1 
East, the reef was found on the surface, jnst 
below the water race of the well-known Doc- 
tor Mong Poo, Upon opening up the ground 
the lode was discovered to be three feet in 
width, and hiiving gold all through. The 
prospecting claim in the gully, held by 
Messrs Harris and Edgar, also* looks well, 
and they have plenty of water power for ma- 
chinery. A number of parties are out pros- 
pecting on the ranges, and gold-bearing quartz 
has been found in sever.al instances. Be- 
tween this and Macetown, there are said to 
be some good gold-bearing reefs on the divid- 
ing ridge of hills, and I can testify to the 
fact of a number of specimens being picked 
up on the surface and in the gullies. -But a 
specimen or so does not m.ake a reef, any 
more than “ one swallow makes a summer,” 
and many will find this out to their cost. 
Hope goes a long way in tlie first enthusiasm 
of quartz mining. 

’n the matter of the alluvial workings, 
there never was a more disastrous winter. 
Scarcely any of the claimholders have earned 
their salt. It has been nothing but flood 
succeeding flood. Some of the operations for 
working the river-bed are upon a scale of 
great magnitude, and must be seen to be be- 
lieved. Those of the Hibernian and Cornu- 
copia companies, between Maori Point and 
Pleasant Creek Terrace, are well worthy of 
especial mention. Everything is upon a 
most elaborate scale, and they arc bound to 
secure the gold whenever the river goes down. 
The workings of some of the Chinese parties 
are also upon a very large scale, and it must 
be acknowledged ,by every unprejudiced per- 
son that the Celestials are a wonderful people, 
and with all our boasted high state of civi- 
lisation we have much to learn from them. 
The affairs of the Shotover Terrace Company 
remain still in a state of statu quo. Under 
the new organisation this company should go 
ahead. There is plenty_ of gold in their 
ground, but it must be worked by the svstem 
of ground sluicing; tunnelling is ridiculous. 

The want of monthly sittings of the War- 
den’s and Resident M-agistrate’s Courts at 
Skippers Point is a sad drawback to the 
prosperity of the phaoe, and it really is scan- 
dalous how wo arc served by the Govern- 
ment in this respect. Our complaints to 
head-quarters only appear to cre.ato ridicule, 
We lost a great deal by Mr Henry Manders, 
as he told ns in July last, refusing the Gold- 
fields Secretaryship. An enthusiastic meet- 
ing of miners was held at the Library Hall at 
the Point on Saturday night last in respect 
to this matter, when a memorial to his Honor 
the Superintendent was adopted. It was 
shown that there were 400 adult miners 
working on the Upper Shotover, and that of 
itself should demand monthly Courts. The 
work performed by your Warden, Mr Simp- 
son, was instanced as what Mr Beetham 
might do if ho choso. It was also shown that 



the 'district lost £600 a ’year ''through the 
want of monthly Courts,- while the expense' 
of having to go to Queenstown threw people 
into debt. One gentleman, a Mr H. B. 
Moore, said that he lost £500 lately, through 
a case in which he was interested requiring 
to be heard at Queenstown, instead of .Skip:, 
pers Point." Your member, Mr MaoKellar, 
obtained a severe overhauling and a vote of 
want of confidence in his administration of 
the affairs of the Goldfields. ' This appeared 
to have arisen from one party stating that 
when Mr MaoKellar, Mr Beetham; Mr Ulrich 
and others visited the Upper Shotover, Mr i 
MacKellar seemed to be impressed with ijs 
importance, but that he must have been fas- i 
cinated by the blandishments of, Mr Warden ' 
Beetham when they returned to Queenstown. | 
This was denied by a gentleman present who I 
made one of the party referred to, and who j 
represented, and I believe truthfully so, that 
Mr MaoKellar never saw Mr Beetham after i 
the party arrived back at Queenstown, nor I 
from that time to the present. But it was of . 
no use : the vote was passed. There is no 
mistake about it, the people are very indig- 
nant at not having their wishes in respect to 
monthly Courts complied with. 

I have a good deal more to say, but must 
leave it until another time, as I fear 1 shall 
be encroaching nndnly on your space.

Mr Johnston opened the case in a brief ^leech, 
and called * / 

William Barrst Howo, who deposed / I am 
the soH'indaw of Robert Kidd, of the Cpmwel! 
Hotel. Mrs Kidd has been dangcroush ill and 
confined to bed for some months past,/ On the 
evening of ^Ist July last, my son to me, 

and said, “ Do come down to the hot^; grand* 
mother’s gone ‘ crooked’ again.” I wfflt down. 
Dr Oorso was in the room with her. Ifcook hold 
of her hand, he holding the other. ^She said 
that she wag a little gone in her aind some- 
times, but she was right enough juafnow, only 
she could not remember the message she had 
sent me by my son. I told her wat my son 
had said : that she wanted me, Jotnny Praser 
(the groom), ami Dr Stirling to tafe her some- 
■where. She said that was it; she wanted to go 
to the stone house, meaning my louse, I pre- 
sume. She continued to talk ab>ut mo and Dr 
Stirling taking her away. Dr (irse presently 
asked me to tell Mrs Corse he Wanted her. • I 
went to Mrs Corse’s and gave hi* son the mes- 
sage. I then went into Talboy;’ shop. One of 
the lads about the house cnine hr me in a few 
minutes, saying Mrs Kidd wa? asking for me. 
As I was going into the hote]' again, I met my 
wife coming out ; she was erdng, and said Dr 
Corse wanted to give her mower mote ptHs, and 
slie would never enter the hope again if another 
doctor was not sent for. tsent for Mr Kidd, 
who went into the bedroom, fend said, “ Doctor, 
we’d better send for btirihg J will be more 
satisfactory.” Corse saidjJ “ Robert, I’m sur- 
prised, after the kindness Corse xind I have 
shown Mrs Kidd ; I woft consult with Stir- 
ling.” Mr Kidd, on goijg out, sent my eon for 
Dr Stirling. I remained standing just outside 
of the bedroom door. Dr Corse was wanting 
Ml'S Kidd to have a nil ; he said, she must 
have one, her nervea Arc out of order.” Mrs 
Corse was objecting. /The Doefbr said, “ How 
has ths old lady gof this into her head about 
Stirling?” Mrs Ct/ao replied, “ Sbe'a been 
tutored, Doctor dear/by that base woman, Mrs 
Howe, and that wpc-livcred wretch in your 
absence.” I euppop she meant me, I stepped 
into the room andsaid, “Doctor, that's quite 
enough about mo md Mrs Howe too. If not for 
your satisfaction, jjor ours, you should, have sent 
for another docto/ long ago.” He said he had 
consulted DoctorDougfas and Dr Allan. I said 
not to my knowjdge, never having heard of Dr 
Douglas. Mrs fiorse_ said, “ You stand there, 
ealling yourselfi ChrUtian, and apeaking such a, 

/ 
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deliberate lie.'' He asked me if I still persisted 
[ in saying I knew nothing of Dr DoofI^s having 
aeeo Mrs Kidd. I said yos, He fheii said',' "I 
have Do hesitatipn in calliDg you a — — ■ liar,” 
I Said, " r thank' you, Doctor, for the compll- 
Dient, aud if you wore outside, I'd kick you." 
He got up from , his seat, took off |hls 
coat, and said, “ You kick me 1” , He squared 
up to mo, and brought his ring very close 
to my nose, Then he tried to shove mo 
obtsida, to got me to fight I would not bo 
put out of the room. All this was in Mrs Hidd’s 
presence, and she was continnally crying out for 
me to conie to her. and not to leave the room. 
Mr Kidd came in, and asked mo to "come 
away and leave them ; the noise was too much 
for a sick room. ” I said I would not leave the 
room until the other Doctor came. I went and 
sat down in a chair at. the foot of the bed. 
While sitting there. Doctor Corso came at mo 

again, saying, “I’ll bite you in two, you 

wretch ; I’ll jump on you ;" and catching me by 
the shoulders to pull me up. I had not spoken 
after sitting down on the chair. 'When Dr Stir- 
ling came, I left the room. Mr Kidd sent for 
Stirling ; not me. 

Cross-examined by Mr Wilson : Yon have 
lived a long time hero, aud are you so virtuous 
as sot to know that such expressions as Doctor 

Corse used Sra common aud thought little of, 

are words of every-day conversation in fact ? — I 

am not accustomed to hear myself called a 

wretch, and a white-livered wretch ; I hardly 
knew the meaning of the latter expression. 
Were you much frightened whoa Doctor Corse 
threatened you ?— No, I was excited, and not 
easily frightened that evening. 

W. R. Howe ! I am son of last witness. On 
the evening of 31st July, I went for Dr Stirling, 
beiag told to do so by my grandfather. Previous 
to going for him, I was in my grandmother’s 
bedroom. Doctor Corse wanted to give her some 
pills, and my mother objected. Oorso said it 
wai .all. that — — woman's fault. Father 
came in, and the conversation about Dr Douglas 

commenced. Dr Corse called my father a 

liai. 

This was the case for the prosecutiou. For 
the defence, Mr Wilson called 

Robert Kidd, whose evidence was not material. 
He had sent young Howe for Dr Stirling, be- 
cajse Mrs Howe was crying about getting an- 
otler doctor for her mother. Heard loud lan- 
guage in bis wife’s bedroom ; went in to stop it, 
and Mr Howe came out with him. Did not hear 
thp words used. 

Mr Wilson conteiirlel that the language used by 
D: Corse and the .assault, if ,iiiy, were justifiable. 
Opwo had threatened to kick the defendant in a 
timler part, the seat of honour; and he had 
slown a good deal of medillesome interference 
oi the evening in question. He would also draw 
aStentinn to the length of time before procced- 
iigs were taken. 

I The Magistrate said it was a curious ca'e, and 
the which it were bettor perhaps h id never come 
fato Court. However, he was bound to judge 
pn the evidence before him, which certainly re- 
dectod no credit on the medical man, who of all 
others should be able to control his temper in a 
siek room. Howe’s language could not justify 
such conduct in such a place. Mrs Kidd was 
asking Howe to remain, so it could hot be said 
tbit the Doctor wanted to get rid of him be- 
cause ho was irritating his patient. Apparently 
the deffnd.ant had 'a kind of jealous feeling at 
Howe inducing Mr Kidd to send for another 
doctor, but the sick-rotmi was not the place to 
show it ; and if the palient’s friends wished an- 
other doctor, what right had the one already in 
charge to object ? The d.-fendant bad evidently 
committed an offence in law, Howe had in- 
terfered only on heai-iag himself and wifo 
spoken of disrespectfully ; and if he had not en- 
tirely controlled himself, but had followed Dr 
Corse’s example, there would have been a fight 
in the sick mom.

Dr Corse was a m m in a position, and a 
professional man, and should have controlled his 
temper, especially where he was the responsible 
person in charge. The assault was not an aggra- 
vated one, certainly, but t.liere had been nothing 
iirjcd or prod need in defence. The defendant 
would be fined 20s .and costs.

In compliance with a resolution of the Council 
passed on the evening of 27th .\ugust, your 
Works Coromittea have to report and recom- 
mend that the following works be proceeded

1; That the footpath from So'itt’s corner to 
tha wing wall'of Bridge he formed, kerbed, and 
channelled. That similar w,irk be done on oj)- 
positc side af the street, viz.., from Marsh's to 
wing wall ef Bridge. 

2. That the upper enl of Murrav.strcet be 
widened and somewhat lowere.l, an 1 its junction 
with Inniaoort-street be ma ^e up ; and that In- 
ni .cop-street be excavated down to its perm.a- 
nent level ; and that the cai th from both cut- 
tings be laid in the hollows of both sides of the 
bottom end of Mnrray-street. This work is oi 
great importance, and shouM bo proceeded with 
nt once, in order that tr.allic ni.ay be enabled to 

. pass up and down with ease and safety'. 

3. That if within the moans at the disposal of 
the Conncil, the formation anrl korbiiig of the 
footpath from the I'ost-otfice to Stuart's corner 
bs authorised as work to be done this present 
year. 

4. That the formation of Eriis-street from 
Welmore Terrace to ita junction with rnniacort- 
atreet be proceerled with at the sams time th.at 
the water-pipes are being lai'l. Your Coinmi; tee 
would recommend this mode of procedure in 
reference to Erris-atreet, being of n'pinioii that 
the formation of the street ami laying of pipe.s 
would coat, but little mute than each work woul.-l 
do individually. 

Yonr Committee would also recommand that 
B system of sewerage be taken into considera- 
tion at an early date, believing that great naccs- 
*ity exists for a betrer and less expensive method 
of cleansing the town th.an the present one. 

The report as read was adcjpted. 

Cr Brown drew attention to the necessity 
of at once doing something to improve the 
■roadway at junction of Murray and Innis- 
<ort streets. The water from the open race 
running across the latter kept the head of 
Murray-street in a perfect puddle at all sea- 
sons. As funds were available, he tlunight 
no time should be lost in proceeding ivith the 
improvement of the town, .and would there- 
fore propose—" That tenders bo invited for 
cutting Inniscort-streat to its permanent 
level at its junction with Murray-street, and 
also for the formation of Murray-street” 

Seconded by Cr Arndt, and carried. 

Or Arndt was also of opinion that the 
Conncil should lose no time in dealing with 
necessary public works, so far as tlieir funds 
would allow, especially as the labor market 
was now favorable. He was glad ti> see the 
IVorks Committee had recommended coinple 
tion of the footpath from Scott’s corner to 
bridge, as ho considered it a very necessary 
and important work, as completing the foot- 
path along that side of the main street ; be- 
sides it would add greatly to the appearance 
of the town on entering from that direction.

Hearing th.at old Smith, the 
depnty-reghtrar of births and deaths, was 
lying in a lut very ill, we went to see him, 
accompaniei by Constahle M’Cormiok and 
another menber of the police force. The 
door (if the ^ul could only he opened a few 
inches, as Sqith was lying on the floor with 
his head agaiist it. One of the police entered 
by the windu) and removed the unfortunate 
man, who waAia an unconscious state, to the 
middle of the |oor, where he died within five 
minutes. Thepoor man’s legs were a mass 
of pntrifying sq-es. He had but one blanket 
for his bed, aid the hut had a miserable 
appearance. 'Biis wretched remnant of 
hn nianity, the Hinorable John SpencerSraith, 
was at one time toloni.al Tre.asnror of Prince 
Edward's Island, his father being Governor at 
the same time. lis uncle was Admiral Sir 
Sydney Smith, li'ir Smith, who was about 66 
years of .age. had tie stamp of a man who had 
seen hotter days. Me has resided in Alexan- 
dra during the pai eight ye.ars. He was 
deputy-registrar of hrths and deaths, which 
was worths Cs or 7s\per week, and kept a 
small private sohoni up to within the past 
three years, which briught him in a few shill- 
ings more. The mostof this small income 
was spent in liquor, arfi still he managed to 
keep up a tolerably repectahle appearance. 
Ill-health made him an inmate of out local 
hospital for twelve modha, from which he 
was discharged .ahimt a v«r ago. .A n attempt 
n'as than made to get himinto the Melbourne 
Benevolent Asylum, but hi strongly objected. 
When questioned as to Us past career he 
evaded givirigany inform.at'yn, and itwasonlv 
lately, by correspondence frnn his friends in 
Canada through Captain Svandish, that he 
became known. Ho has a Sih a clergyman in 
Canada, and another in a i\erchant’s office 
in Now Ze,alaTi(I. Mr Smith was buried as 
a pauper, and was followed t(\tlie grave by 
about h,alf-a-dozen persons. There is a moral 
in' this man's last days' whth is easily 
applied.
